Before undertaking the Jelly the fol- 
lowing culinary tools and  utensilis 
shoyld be assembled on the working 
table: a generous saucepan, cover, 
Measuring cup, large spoon, jelly bag, 
colander, pan for melting, paraffin, 
clock, five or six glasses or pots, covers, 
bright labels. ‘ 

Wash and pick over the cranberries 


-and place in the saucepan; add the 


Water, ‘cover and set over a moderate 
flame... Cook gently until the berries 
are -soft—about five minutes, 

Place the jelly bag in the colander 
and carefully, pour in the softened ber- 
ries and Hquid. For a clear jell do not 
press. Let the juice drip through un- 
disturbed. (The residue may be sweet- 
ened and used for sauce if much is 
left.) 

e2asure the clear cranberry juice 
into the saucepan and bring to a boil. 
ean time measure the sugar in the 
proportion of one-half cup granulated. 
sugar to a cup of juice. 

When the juice boils, stir in the sugar} 
that it may dissolye quickly and not’ 
catch on the bottom.of.the saucepan. 
Let boil briskty-five minutes and pour 
at once into hot glasses or pots. Cover 
with a film of paraffin and cool. When’ 
cold pour qa thicker layer of melted 
pafaffin over the first, turning the 
glasses so that the edges are well cov- 
ered:

hen you go throuzh the Scuth 
of France these days, either by train 
or motor car or on foot, tt scems to 
you that there is a bluish haze hang- 
ing over the fields. Happy augury! 
For there is really no haze at all, only 
the illusion of one, and it 13 caused 
by the density and the immense 
quantity of grapes that are reaching 
the point where they are ready to be 
cut. “A few more days of beneficert 
warmth and they will be bottling 
and Casking the golden fluid every- 
where, from Bearn and Gascogne to 
the region around Rhelms known as 
Champagne. It is doubtful if there 
will be.enough vats and bottles to go 
around this year, the wine growers 
declare. It’s indeed a distressing 
situation. Great quantities of grapes 
may have to be thrown away. In 
other words, thousands and Jhou- 
sands of gallons may be lost. And an 
entire continent across the ocean just 
parching and famished for a taste! 
There is nothing to be done about it, 
thigh. The stuff must be drunk 
up Immediately and on the spot, sée- 
ing there are not sufficient casks. 
The few thousand vats that smugglers 
and bootleggers might rush over to 
save a little will not begin to take 
care of the overflow. There hasn't 
been so much wine gn sight for many 
years, according to: the papérs and 
the oldest citizens. Wine growers 
have placed an ad in some ‘papers 
inviting the city ‘folk to come and 
eat grapes and drink wine, without 
price and witnout money, One 
Planter.had a notice on nis fence 
Saying: “Eat al! you want, even the 
Pigs ddh’t want any more!”

Arab 
Nationalism 


During a short stay In Jerussiem 
two years ago I was honored with 
a visit at the Hotel Allenby by Jamel 
Husseini, one of the Arab leaders, 
who is among the men who are loud- 
est In their denunciation of Jewish 
enterprise in the country. Mr. Hus- 
seini is a member of a distinguished 
Moslem family which has ramifica- 
tions throughout the Near East. His 
family also has a sort of hereditary 
title to the supervision of the Haram- 
el Sherif, otherwise the Mosque of 
Omar. Mr. Husseini came to teli me 
that there was a strong nationalist 
feeling among the Arabs. This would 
not be surprising. The one national- 
ism often calls the other into being. 
But he. wanted me to believe that. 
this nationalism transcended the 
bounds of Palestine. For proof he 
pointed to Ibn Saoud’s restlessness. 
The spectacular business in the Ara- 
bistan interior was taken to be a 
sign of awakening Arab. nationalism 
all over the East. As a matter of fact, 
I later found it, here*and there, ‘n 
Syria and Irak. Thus the Arabs are 
very much like the Flemings in one 
respect. They are extremely jealous 
of their community, rights and privi- 
leges, but national consvlousner: they 
lack’ absolutely. What you have in 
Palestine {s qa lot of poor, destitute 
and pitiable Arabs who are being led 
by the. nose by.a few agitators, The. - 
agitators act for the absentee land- 
lords, the “effendis” who live in Paris 
and Cairo and who are furious at the 
Jews for raising the standard of life 
and wages for the Arab peasants, who 
were twelve years ago no better than 
slaves. 
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Refugees 

It 1s figured that there are about 
fifty thousand Italian political refu- 
gees in Parls at the present time. 
Among them Is the venerable Filippo 
Turati, leader of tpe moderate So- 
Cialists, who was th. first to make 
g20d h's escape from the dreaded 
Lipari Islands. The feat was lately 
repeated by Francesco Nitti and two 
companions. Signor Nitti is the 
nephew of the former Premier of 
Italy. From what he and his com- 
panions say of thpse penitentiary 
islands, it seems Mugsolini, in setting 
them apart for prisoners, had in 
mind something in the line of Si- 
beria, Pelitical prisoners were sent 
there by the Czar, and now go by 
order of the Soviets. They live in 
villages and have to, make their own 
living by woodcutting and = such 
things. Of course, it's a miserable 
existence. .But the Russian exiles 
have their wives and families with 
them as a rule... The- Italians who 
are sent to the Liparis belong to the 
intellectual elite, as was often the 
case in Russia. But they cannct 
take thelr families. The climate on 
the Liparts is horrible, a murky damp 
heat. There is no water, It has to be 
{mported from the mainland. Many 
of the prisoners are ill. The types of 
guards selected for work out there 
are those that distinguished them- 
selves by savage and ruthless be- 
havior during the repression of anti- 
Fascist movements at home. Some of 
them are Fascists who have offended 
in some, way or other against the of- 
ticlal codes. They can redeem them- 
selves by being partigularly hard and 
brutal in their treatment of the 
enemies of the regime.

world learned the invitations to the

A .significant phase of the publicity 
on the Hoover-MacDonald sojourn in 
the Virginia hills was that newspaper- 
men who went from Washington with 
the President had -to phone len, dis- 
tance ta the White House tc get.the 
news from Secretary .Akerson, while 
correspondents whq did not give up 
their Sunday round of golf gut all the 
mews remaining right here and drop- 
ping, areund to see AKerson a: 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon.. 

The co-operation between Secretary 
Akerson and his “chief” was perfect 
and reflected great credit not only on 
the President's sense of smart publicity 
Values. but-on we “Viking,” who in his 
brief term in office..already has taken 
rank with such famous White House 
Sepretafies.as‘““Billy’"* Loeb; George B. 
Cortelyou and “Joe” Tumulty. 

Washington Las begun already. to 
speculate on an , important. business 
commection:for Akerson,- figuring Mr: 
Hoover would not wish Akerson’s estab- 
lished personal loyalty. to enjoin him 
trom acceptance of important business 
Qpportunities guaranteeing the eco- 
nomic future of Harriet Akerson and 
the Secretary’s three great boys.

PUBLICITY METHODS PLEASE 


There has not been tha slightest sug- 
gestion of any such controversy over 
pubiicity methods in the Hoover- 
MacDonald conversations such as grew 
out of the Washington Arms Conference 
in 1921-22. ‘ 

Lord Riddell, publisher of a witlely 
cirqulated Sunday paper called the 
News of the Word, came to Washington 
in 1921 with th. British delegation as 
a “friend of Lloyd George.” He domi- 
nated the publicity which went to the 
news readers of the world. There is no 
disput? about that. William B. Shearer, 
“big-navy” propagandist, states a plain 
truth when he tells that to a Senate 
committee of inquiry. 

Charles Evans Hughes, then Secretary 
of State, as Chairman of the Washing- 
ton Conference met newspaper men at 
5 o'clock every night in the diplomatic 
ante-room at the Department of State 
and told all that he felt he could tell 
with propriety. Mr. Hughes actually 
made speeches, some of them tremen- 
dously effective, at the news writers. 

An hour later Lord Riddell, tall, slen- 
der, gray-haired with cheap-looking 
eyeglasses which always seemed to be 
sliding down his nose, would stand be- 
fore a-hundred or more newspaper men 
—American, British, French, Japanese, 
Chinese, German, Italian, Spanish and 
the Scandinavian. 

Lord Riddell always began by pro- 
fessing to have not the slightest bit of 
official information. He did have, he 
intimated modestly, some important 
acquaintances among the several and 
sundry. statesmen attending the con- 
ference, and naturally-he “picked up” 
bits of gossip here and there, His only 
purpose, he always: said, in holding 
daily press conferences was to give ex- 
pression to-a generous nature which he 
could not restrain from passing his in- 
formation. on along to’ the correspond- 
ents of the world. 

Never has there been any question 
about Lord Riddell.having done one of 
the most effective -publicity jobs of 
modern knowledge. 

The Senate record indicates that “Big 
Navy Bill” Shearer undertook to do as 
effective a job at the Geneva Confer- 
ence. He stands accused to-day of hav- 
ing “broken up that tonference.” Had 
Shearer operated unger different au- 
spices than the armor plate manufac- 
turers we might not have such a stew 
in Washington to-day. Fhe House of 
Commons never inquired into Lord 
Riddell's activities in Washington. The 
House of Lords certainly did not ask 
who sent him to Washington, nor why. 
Maybe they knew.
